ESTATE CLEARS LAND TITLE. 


Ancient Deed in Government Archives 


Proves Original Ownership. 


Shclbyvllle, In<3, Jan. 31.—In 1837 a 


revolutionary veteran by the name of 
Simpson obtained from the government 
a tract of eighty acres located in Fay- 
ette count}'. Years afterward Thomas 
B. Adams purchased the land. 
Mr. 


Adams died a few months ago and lo- 
cal attorneys, in searching tho rec- 
ords of Fayetto county, failed to find 
where Adams owned the land. 
The 


matter was placed In the hands of L- 
T. Michcner, a son-in-law of Adams 
and a resident of Washington, D. C'..

land office, he has found the old deed 
Issued to Simpson, and the land will 
now he recorded In Fayrtte county as 
belonging to the Thomas B. Adams 
estate.

MAKES' GOOD SPEECH 


Washington, D. 
C., Jan. 31.—The 


last public utterances of President 
McKir.ley in 
favor 
of 
reciprocity, 


made the day,before he was assassi- 
nated at Buffalo, were recalled last 
night by President Taft in . an ad- 
dress at the Ohio society's anniversary 
banquet 
in commemoration of Mc- 


Kinley's birthday. 


"President Taft eulogized the char- 


Icter of the martyred president and 
paid a high tribute'to his attitude 01 
the 
commercial 
expansion 
of 
the 


country, with particular reference 10 
the declarations in favor of reciproc- 
ity made by President McKinley 
thc Pan-American exposition at Buf- 
falo. 


How McKHley Saw the Light. 


••i"he broadening effect of the na- 


tional 
responsibility 
JIcKinley 
had . 


had to carry." said President Taft, 
"shovs itself in no respect more con- 
spicuously than in this change of view 
on his part in respect to a policy c£ 
which he always had been the ch!*f 
exponent. May we not hope that the 
change he advocated soon may find 
expression in our national policy to- 
ward our good neighbor on the north 
who has come half way to meet us? 


"The Canadian agreement, if con- 


firmed by legislative action, will be a 
flttine close to a country's contro- 
versies and permanently establish good 
feeling and commercial union between 
kindred peoples. 
We 
shall find a 


rapidly 
increasing 
market 
for our 


numerous products among the people 
of our neighbor. We shall deepen and 
widen the sources of cur food supply 
in territory close at hand. 


••Canada" extends 
the 
brotherly

Ought we to decline? The last words 
of JIcKiv.ley urge acceptance.

reciprocal reductions of tariffs.

which will not interrupt our home 
production, we shall extend the out- 
lets for -our increasing surplus. 
A 


system which provides a mutual ex- 
change of commodities is manifest'}- 
essential to the continued and health- 
ful growth of our export trade. 


Foreign Outlet for Excess. 


" 'What we produce beyond our do- 


mestic consumption must have a vent 
abroad. The excess must be relieved 
through a 
foreign 
outlet, 
and we 


should sell everywhere we can and 
buy wherever the buying will enlarge 
our sales and productions, and there- 
by make a greater demand for homo 
labor.

If 
perchance some of our tariffs are no 
loitffer needed for revenue or to en- 
courage and protect our industries at 
home, why should they not be em- 
ployed to extend and promote our 
markets abroad?' 


"Thus did McKinley in his last piih-
